1 This action is responsive to the amendment filed on September 13, 2004. 

2 The cancellation of claims 10-14 is acknowledged. Pending claims are 15-25. 

3 The rejection of claims 10-12 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rondeau et 
al. (WO 97/39727) is rendered moot because of cancellation of claims 10-12 by the applicant's 
amendment. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record (WO 97/39727) (The US. Patent No. 6,190,421 Bl is used 
as English translation of the prior art WO 97/39727), does not teach or disclose a two-package 
kit for permanently waving hair wherein the kit comprising a cationic dye solution, an oxidative 
fixing solution and a reducing composition comprising at least one reducing agent in a sufficient 
amount for waving hair as required in the instant amended claims. Further, the prior art of record 
does not teach or disclose a method for permanently waving hair comprising applying to the hair 
a reducing composition comprising at least one reducing agent in a sufficient amount for waving 
hair, applying at least one oxidative fixing solution comprising at least one oxidative fixing agent 
and applying at least one cationic dye in an effective amount as required by the instant amended 
claims. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art of hair waving formulation.
